the SCC are made by majority vote, by the SCC are made by majority vote, by 
the principal, or by some other method the principal, or by some other method 
that is agreed upon by the SCC. that is agreed upon by the SCC.

The Principal may set aside any decision The Principal may set aside any decision 
made by the SCC if determined to be in the made by the SCC if determined to be in the 
best interest of the school with notification to best interest of the school with notification to 
the SCC.the SCC.

The SCC may appeal to the CAS for resolution The SCC may appeal to the CAS for resolution 
and if necessary, to the Superintendent and and if necessary, to the Superintendent and 
finally to the BOE.finally to the BOE.

The Superintendent may recommend to the The Superintendent may recommend to the 
BOE dissolution of an SCC or removal of any BOE dissolution of an SCC or removal of any 
member, if deemed necessary.member, if deemed necessary.
